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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed amendments to the claims would change the 
overall scope of the claims, requiring further search and 
further consideration by Examiner. Thus, the proposed 
amendments to the claims are not entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 07 December 2005 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Firstly, Examiner accepts Applicant's statement on page 8, 
lines 6-9 of Applicant's present arguments that the presently 
proposed amendments to the claims are supported by the 
specification . 

Applicant argues that Kawai (US Patent 5,539,433) and 
Tamura (EP 0 811 488 A2) only teach a single shift register, 
whereas the independent claims recite a plurality of shift 
registers. Examiner responds that, while Examiner accepts that 
neither Kawai nor Tamura teach a plurality of shift registers, 
the limitation in the independent claims with regard to said 
plurality of shift registers is a part of the presently proposed 
amendments to the claims, which have not been entered, and not 
the claims as presently recited. If the proposed amendments are 
entered in the future, Examiner will consider said amendments in 
due course. However, such a further consideration will also 
require further search to determine if prior art exists which 
anticipates and/or renders obvious the proposed claims.
